He 
is now in Chicago tor a short stay, and

COLLEGE SPIRIT 



tlBnslated into plainer language means 
college spirit. From the time that the United States de- 
clared war on Germany, every man, who was not thrilled 
wb«n the band played 'The Star Spangled Banner," every 
man who did not raise his hat reverently when "Old Glory" 
past was lookt at askance. All who were not with us were 
agaiml m thoee days. 

Now that peace has come again ; now that the fight- 
ers are re-entering civilian life ; now that many of the up- 
holders of freedom are once more in the universities of 
the country to eonehide their academic counca, this spirit 
should be translated to mean coUifa Spirit Thaii boys 
should bring it back with them. 

The University of Kentucky is lacking in this spirit. 
The very h^fhts are raadit during a good football game, 

but it soon dies and is not resurrected until the following 
season. We need more enthusiasm in oratorical contests, 
debates, baseball and track activities. The University has 
been restricted' by many circumstances, but the grey dawn 
of better things is upon us. The University is advancing 
by leaps and bounds; every standard is being raised, big- 
gar and better known men are coHring to speak to us. For 
the first time in our history we are officially recognizing 
the greatest of all sciences and the combination of them — 
evolution; and we have four primarily scientific men to 
give ua a eomptilMBaive view of it. This one thing shows 
that we are taking our stand with other colleges in facing 
modern questions. To handle these modern questions 
we need modem tools. The student holds one very effect- 
ive tool ; that is the enthusiasm and "pep" that he puts into 
everything he enters. Will he use this tool? A University 
can never be truly great until stuctents and faculty con- 
tribute to its greatness together. Now we see that the 
facult \ with the new President has, like Paul, seen a vision 
and we have faith enough in it to know that the awakening 
foretells a gtowhig future. The rest is with the student 
Tne question is — Will he take up the challenj^e and con- 
tribute his share toward making his college count? 

Most of the college spirit comes from the student 
body. This is Its contribution. To have the greatest spirit 
the student must see what is best for the University and 
proclaim it from the housetops. He must fight for the 
true, the right and the good of Ms school and uphold its 
principles and traditions. It is his duty. It is a happy 
thing that our warriors are returning — we need them to 
fight to put our University on a plane with the first univer- 



ATTACK ON ILLITERACY 



Materialization of plans for a department of wrtiii- 

sion now in a process of preparation will mean that the 
University of Kentucky intends to broaden its scope of 
usefulness to the State. The new department is designed 
to begin its work in September, 1919. It will probablybe 
known as the Department of University Extension. The 
Kernel believes that it will have the most far-reaching 
results of anythixig yet inaugurated by the University 
under its new adminilitration. It k, inieed, the most am- 
bitious project yet undtrtnlMi by My e ducat io n a l insti- 
tution in this State. 

Altho plans are not yet complete, an idea of the work 
to be done by the new department is easily obtained In 
Kentuelnr there are many young men and women who 
have sufficient mentality and education to do University 
work, but who, because of insufficient means, are com- 
pelled to forego the benefits of education received in their 
State University. By its new department the University 
will give such young persons o p por tuni ty to study Univer- 
sity subjects thru correspondence under direction of Uni- 
versity profesosrs. Upon examination conducted by rep- 
resentatives of the University, any one who successfully 
completes a course will be ffiven credits towards gradua- 
tion. This does not mean uiat the student will be able to 
stay at home thruout his schooling, study in his leisure 
hours and be graduated with a degree from the Univer- 
sity, but that, after receiving certain credits, he may come 
to the University, study for a session or two and then be 
graduated. Naturally there are certain subjects which 
will not lend themselves to best results by study at heme, 
but the number that will is surprisingly large. 

Work thru this department will undoubtedly stimu- 
late the needier youth of this State. A course taken up at 
home and successfully completed will most likely make the 
:^.tudent aspire to a degree from the chief educational in- 
stitution in the State. It will encourage him to want to 
come to the University, and if his defire is real, he will 
attain success. If necessary he will make sacrifices which 
will be hard in the making, but which will seem easy when 
he has realised his anbrabn, the inroenring of a unrverfity 
degree. 

Creation of the proposed department will be a vigor- 
ous stab at illiteracy in the State. Today, there are 100,- 
000 adults in Kentucky who can neither read nor write. 
The Kentucky Illiteracy Commission is determined to wipe 
out illiteracy by 1920, the year for taking the next census. 
The Department of University Extension will educate 
young men and women who otherwise would have to con- 
tent themselves with high school learning. These .same 
persons will see to it that their children receive educa- 
tion. Thus the State will gradually attain hii^r rank in 
learning. 

Similar departments have been installed in the large 
universities of the North and East Altho the idea is com- 
paratively new, the results obtained are at once surpris- 
ing and promising. In the opinion of the Kernel the plans 
for the Department are workable and, when established, 
it will te a boon to the CoBunonwealth.
